_ lino prcHenl niU! of Renewal Fines are tlioso charged by the nrccleco-ssor of the present 
meumbent, J.ord Robert Fonsonby Tottonliam, (except in the case of 0110 tenant, where 
a reduction cit 50 (. per annum, late currency, was made.) 

Tbe principle of renewal adopted in this diocese is to renew on the table of 8 per cent,, 
which on the renewal of one year lapsed, in a term of Qi years, como.s to two months 
1 2 clays piircliasc, or one-fiftli of the supposed not annual profit of tlie tenant.

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DIOCESE OF MEATH. 

The principle on which the Fines for Renewal in this diocese have been calculated, is one- 
fifth of the clear profit-rent received by the tenant, as near as it can be ascertained from 
a return made by the tenant, or a moderate valuation put on the lauds. 

There have not been any leases expired in this diocese since 1800, that I know of.

DIOCESES OF DOWN AND CONNOR. 

The present rate of Renewal Fines are those charged by the predecessor of the present 
incumbent, Doctor Mant. 

The principle of renewal adopted in this diocese is to renew on the table of 8 per cent., 
which on the renewal of one year lapsed in a term of 31 years, comes to two months 
13 days purchase, or one-fifth of the supposed net annual profit of the tenant. 

For example:— Suppose A. holds a lease for a term of 3i years, paying a rent of 20Z. 
yearly, the annual value of which amounts to ------ £.120

DIOCESE OF DERRY. 

The rate of Renewal Fines in this diocese is one-fifth of the improved annual value of the 
interest of the tenant under the see, and the calculation is founded on the tenant’s return of 
the annual value of the property to be renewed, from which is deducted the rent reserved to 
the Bishop, and the Fine is calculated at one-fifch of the profit, deducting such rent.

Rate of Fine One-fifth of the profit-rent is the fine to renew annually. 

The principle upon which the Renewal Fine is founded :~The Fine is calculated upon 
the principle of affording 8 per cent, to the tenant upon the sum paid to obtain the renewal. 

Number of Leases expired from 1st of January 1800 to the 1st of January 1833:— Nine 
leases of very inconsiderable value, the highest being under 40/. per annum, lapsed from 
neglect or inability of the tenants to renew.

Theke have none of the leases, I found when I got the bishoprick, expired. About the 
year 1811, by order of the Court of Chancery, a considerable lease was (with my consent) 
divided into sixty parts, and sold for payment of debts. The following parts or proportion 
of parts of that lease have expired: Upper Clontriffy or Donorej Crosserlough and 
Kilbride; Dromnakillac ; part of Tonnymore, late in the possession of Williani Black and 
his undertenants, containing 36 acres, be the same more less, and part of the lands of 
Urney, late in possession of Messrs. Boyce and Rorke, containing 93 acres and 28 perches, 
be the same more or less.

DIOCESE OF DUBLIN. 

Since his Grace the Arclibisliop was promoted to the soe of Dublin in 1831 he has 
made no allcration in the aiiioimt of the Renewal Fines charged by liis predecessor where 
the tenant lias renewed anmially, and therefore liis Grace is unable to state upon what nrin- 
ciple those lunes were founded : but in cases where the tenant is irrciiular in renewin? 
the principle by which his Grace would he regulated in calculating the Fine for the lapsed 
years, woiihl be tlie present solvent anmial value of the property ; from which cleductine the 
reserved rent, he would m future charge a Fine aiimially equivalent to one-fifth of the 
time tliere would necessarily be (and particularly in the see 
ot jjublm) moilincations and exceptions to this principle.

DIOCESE OF KILDARE. 

I iiAvK not been able to reply sooner to Ibe inquiry instituted by his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, by order of the IIou.se of Comirioiis, concerninir leases that may have ’ 
lapsei since iiiul including Uie year iHoo, derived from the see of Kildare, because the 
Itegislrar of that diocese lias been necessarily absent, and the inquiry ccmpreliended some 
years during which 1 was not possessed of the Bisluipriek. 

1 am now enabled to state, that within the period above mentioned no lease derived from 
tlic sec of Kildare lia.s so lapsed. 

AikI with rcijirect to liis Excellency’s fiirllicr inquiry, viz. tvlinl; is Uio rule used bv me, as 
Bisho|i ot Kildare, in CBlmmtmjj Roiiewiil Fines, riiavci to stiilc that a fiflli part of the 
pront-ientpayabe by the tenant m possession, i.s the consideration refiuired for an anmial 
renewal ol such leases. And if such leases shall not be renewed aniumlly, then a fine 
founded on such fifth part with interest on the term of years lapsed, us calculated by tables, 
allowing 8 per cent, to the ]iersoii paying such lino, wlticli have commonly been printed 
m tlte Ircblc Alinannck of Dublin, is tlio standard by wliloli tlic Fiuo lias been estimated.

DIOCESE OF OSSOKY. 



The principle upon wliicli leases Iiavo been renewed in tlie see of Ossory, is as follows ;

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DIOCESE OF FERNS AND LEIGHLIN. 



The present rate of Renewal Fines on leases for 21 years is one-fifth of thfe improved 
value of the property, after deducting the annual rent, and the Fines are calculated bv 
Bayiey s tables, of lenewal, which allow the tenant 8 per cent, compound interest for the fine 

Renewal of leases for lives are calculated by the tables in the Appendix to the Act of the 
-,4 Oeo. 3, c. 92, alter agreeing as to the net annual value of the property. 

I have no means of ascertaining the number of leases that have expired from tlie 
1st January 1800 to December 1822. tbe period of the present Bishop’s translation- since 
then, to the 1st January 1833, the following leases have expired ; *

DIOCESE OF CASHEL AND EMLY. 



The rate of Renewal Fines in the diocese of Cashel is one-fifth of the reputed annual 
value of the estate to be renewed, which rate is formed upon the principle of allowino- the 
lessee 8 per cent, for the sum advanced by him. " 

Only one !ea.sehas expired between the 1st January i8oo and the 1st January 1833. The 
estate alluded to is called South Dunvallin, leased to T. O’Brien and W. Gabbet Escirs 
This lease expired in the time of the late Archbishop. ' ^

DIOCESE OF LIMERICK, AEDFERT AND AGHADOE, 

The rate of Renewal Fines on bishops’ leases, in the diocese of Limerick, Ardferf and 
Aghadoe, at present and ever since the appointment of the present Bishop in 1822. is one- 
fifth of the annual value of the land. The principle on which the calculation is made is as 
follows The actual value is ascertained by a competent person, as if the land were to be 
let on an occupation lease j from the sum so ascertained is deducted the rent reserved by the 
existing lease, and one-fifth of the remaining sura is the Renewal Fine: if the lease has not 
been regularly renewed, interest on the fine is added at the rate of 8 per cent, per annum 
from the expiration of the year to be renewed. 

Thus, supposing the value of the land to be 120/. per annum, and the rent payable under 
the existing lease to be 20 /.per annum, the residue of this is 100/., and one-fifth of this sum, 
being 20Z., is the Renewal Fine. No lease has expired in these dioceses since 1822, when 
the present Bishop was appointed. He believes that none expired since 1800; but he 
believes one small lease was evicted for non-payment of rent in 1821. 

There are certain augmentation lands in the see of Limerick, which are leased for three 
lives, and the leases of which are to be renewed when a life or lives drop. Of any of these 
leases not one has been renewed since 1 succeeded to the see in 1822, nor has a life, to my 
knowledge, expired.

DIOCESES OF CORK AND ROSS. 

The Renewal Fines demanded by the present Bishop of Cork and Ross, who was 
appointed in March 1831, have been generally the same as those which were ascertained to 
We been paid to the late Bishop ; but in cases where it has been discovered that a manifest 
inadequate fine has been paid, an attempt has been made to fix the annual Renewal Fine at 
one-fifth of the reasonable value of the land, after having deducted the rent paid to the 
Bishop. No lease has expired since the appointment of the present Lord Bishop; and but 
seven leases have expired from the ist of January 1800 to the 1st of January 1833, in said 
dioceses.

DIOCESE Ui' CLOYNE. 

The rates of annual tiennwal Fines -are Bit{i|>oswl to be about one-Hfth of the annual 
protit-i'cnt. The calculation, as far I liave been able to ascertain, is made on the supposi- 
tion that the tenant is allowed compound interest, at the rate of R per cent, on the money he 
advances by way of fine. There may' be some cases in which the allowance is not so great, 
and some other in which it exceeds it. It is understood that my predecessor had most of 
the see lands viewed. The amount of the Fines as settled by him have been since adhered to 
by me without alteration. As I'ar as I can learn, no leases have expired from the ist January 
I'Soo to the 1st January 1833. Indeed, this is certain froin the smallness of the reserved rents.

DIOCESES OF TEAM AND AllDAGII. 

The rate of Renewal Fines demanded and received in the arch diocese of Tuam and 
diocese of Ardagh allows the tenants 8 per cent, upon their money, with repayment of the 
principal calculation upon the princijrle of compound interest, and this per-centage is 
struck upon a net value, such as a perfectly solvent tenant could afford to pay. 

The number of leases winch have expired in the arch diocese of Tuam within the above 
period amounts to six, and in the diocese of Ardagh for the same period, to one. Four of the 
above expired leases were renewed to the old tenants.

DIOCESE OF ELPHIN. 

The principle on which the Renewal Fines have been calculated is the fifth of the clear 
annual value, after payment or deducting of quit-rent, head-vent and taxes. But this rule 
has been departed Irom in most cases as relating to holdings of the mcnsal lands held under 
40 years’ leases, inasmuch as those tenants generally happen (in this diocese) to be less 
wealthy than the tenants deriving under the 2i years’ leases. 1 have, therefore, in such 
cases taken their circumstances in life into consideration.

There were no lenses expired from the 1st January 1800 to the 1st January 1833, that were 
originally granted for the term of 21 years. But of the leases that were granted for 40 years, 
there expired within the said period 10 in number. And on the tcmiinutiou of those leases 
the tenements (with the exception of two holdings) were reset to the occupying tenants for 
a like term of 40 years.

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DIOCESES OF CLONFEHT AND KILMACDUAGH. 

Present Rates of Renewal,&c. — There is nn fixed principle for renewals ia this diocese ■ 
the Fines vary under circumstances of tile leasings ; one of which particularly is, that sevcrai 
of the leases being of demesne lands, were made at the full improved value of the day under 
particular Acts of Parliament i the rents, therefore, being high, the fines expected were pro- 
pol'tionably low. ^ 

The present Renewals were very much foiindecl upon agreements made by the present 
Bishop with tlie tenants, arising from precedent. In one instance, the tenant pays as 
Fine on Renewal, a sum equal to about three years’ rent ; in two i nslancea, to about two years’ 
rent; but the general amount of renewal is about one year’s rent, taken as equivalent 
to fine. ’ 

The principle of renewal of bishops’ leases, at one-fifth of the improved value, has not been 
acted on ; the fines on this calculation in these dioceses having never been admitted by the 
tenants, or insisted upon by the Bishop. ^ 

Number of leases which have expired:— No leases have expired from January 1800 to 
January 1833 : almost every lease has been annually renewed.

DIOCESES OF KILLALLA AND ACHONRY. 

The rate of Renewal Fine is calculated by the tables computed by Sir Isaac Newton, at 
the rate of 8 per cent, interest for the money vested by the tenant. The value of the lands 
or tenements is estimated at a very moderate rate ; the annual rent deducted from that sum 
and then the residue considered as the value to be purchased. ’ 

No return can be made of the leases expired till the year 1810, when the present Bishop’s 
incumbency commenced; and since that period no leases have expired, but several have 
changed proprietors by sale or settlement.
